NO RECEIVER NOW. 


The Slambers of the Jadges Were Badly 
Disturbed. 


ALL ABOUT A TEMPORARY RECEIVER 


The Phillips Company Is Nowinthe Hands 
of J.W. Phillips—R. H. Moomaugh 
Has a Word to Say. 


The mystic hour of midnight appears to 
have charms for those persons desiring to 
have receivers appointed, and within the 
past two nights Judge Richard Clark and 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin have been made to 
lose sleep accordingly, to say nothing of 
the defendants, who were aroused at a still 
mcre unseemly jour. 

This was the case in the instance of Fay 
& Kelley against the J. W. Phillips com- 
pany, in which a temporary receiver Wus 
twice appointed and was yesterday morning 
discharged, though the defendant company 
was placed under bond to await the out- 
come of the hearing set for March 9th. 
Altogether, the story is one of exceeding in- 
terest. 

The move for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Phillips company was made 
by Mr. R. H. Moomaugh, acting as agent 
tor Fay & Kelley, through his attorneys, 
Albert & Hughes. The petition was drawn 
on Saturday and taken to Judge Lumpkin’s 
home about 8 o’clock on Saturday night. 
Judge Lumpkin was not at home, but was 
expected an hour or so later. The attor- 
neys failed to locate him, howcver, and 
shortly before 12 o’clock called upon Judge 
Richard Clark. He was quickly aroused, 
as Sunday was rapidiy:~ approaching. He 
read the petition in which one-third of the 
unsecured creditors were claimed of repre- 
sentation and appointed Captain J. ‘tT. 
Voss temporary receiver, setting the date 
of hearing for March 9th. Deputy Sher- 
iff Green served the papers upon Mr. Phil- 
lips just before midnight Saturday night. 

Although Messrs. Albert & Hughes were 
unable to locate Judge Lumpkin, it appears 
that he was in town at the time Judge Clark 
was taking jurisdiction on account of his 
absence. Messrs. Glenn & Rountree 
and J. L. Mayson, representing the Phil- 
lips company, notified Messrs. Albert & 
Hughes that they would fight the receiver- 
ship on this ground. 

Another Midnight Receiver. 

Messrs. Albert & Hughes” evidently 
thought that this move might dispose of 
the receivership, and they prepared an- 
other petition for receiver and, according 
to Colonel W. C. Gienn, “‘at 12.01 the peti- 
tion was presented to Judge Lumpkin,” 
who had to array himself hastily to hear 


it read. 

Again Deputy Sheriff Green was called 
upon to make the trip to Mr. J. W. Pras 
lips’s home. As Mr. Phillips lives nea: 
Oakland cemetery, the trip was mot a 
very easy one to make. It @#vas gone 
through, however, and Mr. Phillips was 
aroused about 1:30 o’clock Monday morning 
to listen to substantially a repetition of 
the former petition and to learn of the 
appoirtment of Captain J. T. Voss again 
as temporary receiver. 

In appointing Captain Voss temporary re- 
ceiver, the order was drawn with certain 
modifications which gave the defendant 
the right to move to modify and have an 
immediate hearing. Glenn & Hountree and 
J. L. Miayson, representing the defendant 
company, notified Albert & Hughes that 
they would, at 9:30 o’clock, move to modify. 
All parties were present yesterday morning 
at that hour and after a hearing Judge 
Lumpkin removed the temporary receiver 
and instructed that Mr. J. W. Phillips give 
bond in case there should be a receiver ap- 
pointed on the hearing of March 9th. 

What Mr. R. H. Moomaugh Says. 

Speaking of the temporary receivership 
of the Phillips company, Mr. Robert M. 
Moon(ugh, the merchandise broker, suid: 

“I sold to the J. W. Phillips company a 
car of grapes, f. o. b,, acting for Messrs. 
Fay & Kelley, for $400.56. I made repeated 
demands upon the Phillips com pany for the 
payment of the same, but with the excep- 
tion of $59 paid me the other day the debt 
is still due and unpaid. Mr. Phillips said 
that his indebtedness did not amount to 
more than $700. When we learned that they 
were selling out, and otherwise dissipating 
their assets, I telt it my duty to ask that 
an injunction be issued, and thereupon 
cilled upon Messrs. Albert &. Hughes and 
had them file the petition. It was not my 
purpose to involve the Phillips company, 
but ¢every one familiar with the surrounding 
circumstances knows that I had no other 
reasonable course to pursue. 

“The company now admit that they have 
transferred a lot of accounts to J. H. & 
A. L. James. The stock of goods, in the 
opinion of those who should know, is not 
worth more than $500. As to the amount 
of the indebtedness of the Phillips com- 
pany, the allegations in our petition were 
literally the facts as stated py Mr. J. W. 
Fhillips and his bookkeeper. Mr. Phillips 
Stated to others the same regarding the 
amount he owed. 

“I understand that Mr. Phillips stated 
to Deputy Sheriff Green and Mr.’ F. M. 
Hughes, one of my attorneys, that the filing 
of the application for a receiver was too 
late, as he had scld out to Mr. Jack Craig 
and some one whose name he did not re- 
member; ard to another party stated that 
his company did not owe more than $25 in 
the city of Atlanta.”’
